year 1858-59, of which one was vacated by the death of the holder. From the funds ren- 
dered available by those lapsed scholarships, the Council awarded money prizes of about 
half the value of the scholarship to 15 students, who had competed for scholarships, but 
whose answering, although highly creditable, did not attain the standard which the Council 
considered necessary for the distinction of scholarship. 

_ The return of those students who had graduated at the Queen’s University is to be fur- 
nished from the office of the Queen’s University, as there is not any college record of 
them officially kept, except as derived from the University office.
